Attorney General Took Up the Questions 
and Criticisms of the Opponents of 
the Agreement and Dealt With Them 
One by One—Hon. Duncan Marshall 
and R. B. Bennett Expected to Speak 
Today. 


The debate on the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway contract occupied 
the attention of the legislature all yes- 
terday afternoon and until midnight 
at the evening session. 
same intense interest as on previous 
days and for an hour before the time 
of opening in the afternoon and even- 
ing it was impossible for the general 
pwhlic to gain admittance to the crowd- 
ed building. 

It is expected that the cenciusion 
of the debate on Mr. Woolf's amend 
ment will be reached tonight, and a 
vote taken before the House adjourns. 


- RK. B. Bennett intimated last night that 


he intended speaking on the question 
and he will be followed in all proba- 
bility by Hon. Duncan Marshall, The 
expectation that these foremost orators 
of the House would speak has been the 
chief drawing card of the past week 
and a battle royal is anticipated when 
they join issues,

agreement. At least two of the mem- 
bers who spoke in opposition in the 
afternoon expressed themselves as 
convinced last night that Mr. Cross 
had satisfactorily answered objections 
that they had presented,

ener (Red Deer), Geo. P. Smith (Cam- 
rose), A. Bramley Moore (Lloydminst- 
er), R. T. Telford (Leduc), C. Stewart 
(Sedgewick), Hon. C. W. Cross, J. 
Holden (Vegrevilie), Dr, Campbell (Po- 
noka), J. A. McDougall (Edmonton), 
L. M. Roberts (High River). Hon. iW. 
H. Cushing moved the adjournment of 
the debate 

The Socialist Member. 
Cc. M. O'Brien, Rocky Movuntain, 
said he had been listening to the dis- 
cussion, not with interest but with a 
good deal of forbearance as the hon- 
orable junior member for Calgary 
(Mr. Bennett) would say. 

This proposition of the A. & G. W. 
railway company had been a squabble 
between people with differenv opin- 
ions as far as he could see it © nd 
up to the present the company, the 
employees of the people of the pro- 
vince had been getting the worse of 
the deal, The discussion had wan- 
dered all over the earth from culti- 
vating onions near the north pole to 
a good time at New York. t 

Representing as he did a political 
party with objects totally different 
from any other party, he felt it his 
duty to define his position. He was 
one of the organizers of the Socialist 
party of Canada and as such was en- 
titled to outline its principles as they 
had been promolgated from time to 
time. ; 

Mr. O’Brien starting out with the 
statement that property was the 
basis of all civilization, stated that 
his party had incorporated into their 
platform the transformation of capi- 
talist property to property in common 
for all the people. This being his 
policy, his party were enemies with 
the other members of the House in 
so far as their economic principles 
were concerned. 

Point of Order Raised. _

Speaking of the sale of bonds at 
five per cent, par, Canadian currency. 
Mr. Mitchener said at the same time 


the city of Winnpeg sold bonds at 
four per cent at par. So far as he 
knew no city hed issued bonds at 


The bonds of the little 
town of Red Deer were sold at par 
paying 4 3-4 per cent. Had the bonds 
of the A. & G. W. reilway company 
been sold say at 4 1-8 as the Monetary 
Times said they would have realized 
$1,312,500 more than they did. What 
reason had the government for sacri- 
ficing a million dollars of the credit 
of the province. Then these bonds 
were sold in the fall of the year when 
the money was not needed, at a loss 
oO: $112,500 alone in the half years 
interest. The answer might be given 
thet this was a matter for the com- 
peny, but if they carried on the same 
recklessness the roed would be left 
ja useless one, robbed of the Edmon-

Dealing with the specifications and 
agreement a well known railway man 
had said it was so full of holes that 
he did not know where to begin to cri- 
ticise. And yet this line had been 
guaranteed by the people for $20,009 

a mile. If the road was going to 

cost $29,000 « mile as the government 
engineer had said, why would the com- 
; pany not agree to that being the maxi- 
| mum amount and to that being paid 
less if the railway cost less per mile. 

Agreement Full of Holes. 

The agreement was so full of holes 
that one did not know where to begin 
| in criticism. The elimination of the 
clauses of the railway agreement was 
another suspicious circumstance. It 
might be that this agreement would 
| have been passed by a legislature in 
the middle ages, but in this age of 
| democracy it was incredible that 
| such an agreement should be en- 
} dorsed 

The agreement could not be white- 
washed by the amendment of the hon- 
erable member for Cardston (Mr. 
Woolf.) The entire agreement would 
| have to be cut out else it would be 
a canker in the heart of the province. 

Geo. P. Smith, of Camrose. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mitehener s 
address no other members made a 
move to address the House. The junior 
member for Calgary looked across at 
the minister of agriculture, but the 
Hon. Duncan Marshall was reading 
a magazine. Mr. Bennett was ready 
to speak, but he hoped to be allowed 
to follow Mr. Marshall. His hope will 
not be realized, for it is Mr. Mar. 
shall’s intention to speak after Mr. 
Bennett or not at all. 

At this point the speaker observing 
the apparent deadlock asked the 
House if it were ready for the ques- 
tion. It looked as though there would 
be a division, but Geo. P. Smith, of 
Camrose, rose in his place and as a 
result of his speech the debate was 
continued, Mr, Smith criticized the 
agreement on several points, and 
asked a number of questions. He in- 
timated that if these were satisfactorly 
answered he was prepared to support

the government through thick and 
thin. The attorney-general informed 


the member for Camrose that he would 

be pleased to answer his questions, 

and believed the explanations would 
be satisfactory. 

Mr. Smith stated his position was 4 
difficult one. He was willing to grant 
that the government had dealt gener- 
ously with his constituency, but unis 
was no reason why he should sacrifice 
his libery as a citizen and as a repre- 
| sentative of a constituency of the pro- 
| vines. He had been accused of in- 
| gratitude to the Rutherford govern- 
lment. If the right to think for him- 
self could be termed ingratitude he 
| must admit the charge 

He said he considered the agreeme it 
with the A. & G. W. railway conpany 
was not a good one, It was a mistake 
for the government to enter into sueb 
jan undertaking, A greater mistake 
; Was made when the House was not 
| consulted as to the terms of the con, 
| tract. He further stated he consid- 
| ered the bonds of the railway had not 
| been advantageously sold, 

Turning to the agreement he asked 
why certain sections of the provincial 
railway act had been eliminated when 
applying to the A. & G. W. railway. 
Why should the province deal with 
a company whose shareholders were 
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unknown? . Why was this company 
relieved of thejrequirement to put up 
n 2 per cent deposit that the work 
would be completed? There might be 
satisfactory answers for these ques 
tions, and if there were he was pre- 
pared to support the government. to 
the last ditch, but he wanted to know 
the reasons before he recorded his 
vote, 


Other Points at Issue. 

The $50,000 paid up stock of the 
company, he pointed out, was not suf- 
ficent to pay the interest on the bonds 
for helf a year, Further the agre.- 
ment gave no guarantee that if the 
road were completed it. would be oper- 
ated: The clatse dealing with the 
Edmonton terminals providing for 
their release to) the company at the 
price-at which they were obtained was 
also a point which he wanted ex: 
plained. These terminals would be- 
come immensely valuable and he 
could not ace why the province should 
be deprived of this. 

The specifications issue no longer 
worried him, is had been explain- 
ed. The cost of the road, however, 
had not yet sufficiently explain- 
ed. No two engineers had given tne 
same opinion on this point. The plans 
and profiles should be presented be- 
fore tha probable cost of the ro d 
could be ascertained. 

In conclusion hé said he was not 
here directly opposing the govern- 
ment. He criticized the agreement 
because he considered it failed utterly 
in soveral essential features. 

“Tam a Liberal” he said. “I have 
always beem a Liberal. My father and 
his three brothers fought for Liber- 
alism in Ontario under | McKenzie, 
Blake and Mowat, and I could not 
be anything but a Liberal. 1 would 
like to see the size and shape of the 
man who can read me out of the 
Libertl party. Liberalism is immortal. 
As Winston” Churchill says, Liberal- 
ism is as strong in storm as in calm, 
and has stood, and stands for free- 
dom.” 

Member for Lloydminster. 

Brainley Moore, of Lloydminster, in 
a speech strongly supporting the gov- 
ernment dealt almost entirely with 
the sale of bonds. He said that cri- 
ticism of the. bill delegating the exe- 
ecutive in council the power to make 
an agreement with the A. & G. W. 
railway company, was ill-imed. The 
members of the last legislature had 
passed this bill clause by clause.- 

The agreement with the A. & G. W. 
company should not be considered as 
a bargain. It was not’ such. The 
capitalists of the world were not 
tumbling over themselves to secure 
the permission of the province to build 
a railway into the north country, The 
province had to go after these people 
and make concessions to them. 

The bonds were for forty years .re- 
deemable at the-end-ef ten years, 
which made them actually 4 920 
bonds. ©.N.R. Alberta bonds guaran- 
teed by the province of Alberta,  ‘d 
for 4 5-20, which was 1-5 per cent. 
less than the rate of interest on the 
A. & G.W. raitway company. 

“LT have heard some members de- 
claiming about the giltedged variety 
of provincial guaranteed bonds. May 
I suggest that it is questionable 
whether either the capitalists of New 
York or London know very much 
about the province or the government 
of Alberta. The fact that the presi- 
dent of the A. & G. W. railway com- 
pany was unable to sell the bonds in 
Europe is evidence of this. He had 
to come back to America, and secure 
J. Pierport Morgan's interest in the 
undertaking before the bonds could 3e 
sold. This to me proves conclusively 
that bond purehasers look more at 
the actual business on which they re 
loaning money than to the endorsers 
of the bonds.” 

Member for Leduc. 

R. T. Telford, of Leduc, supported 
the agreement on general grounds, de- 
claring that it would work out in 
practice setisfectorily. It was impos- 
sible to stcare & company to build

other railways, Mr. Hayes, the pre- 
sident of that company, had come to 
the premier and had said that these 
clauses had been cut put by the Dom 
inion government and he would ab- 
solutely refuse to deal with the pro- 
vincial government if they insisted 
on their being inserted. So in deal- 
ing with these railway companies 
there were peeuliar  cireumstances 
that had to be considered in each 
case, 

Followed Precedents 

When the terminal question arose 
in conn@ction with the guarantee of |

The argument had been advanced | 
that the terminals might be redeem: | 
ed for $400,000 though they may at 
the time of redemption be Worth a| 
great deal more and the company 
would get the balance, which should 
go to the province as security for the 
line, | 

As a matter of fact it would cost | 
must more than $400,000 to secure the | 
terminals . One had only to consider | 
the value of property in Edmonten 
at the present time and the distance 
out that it is subdivided to realize 
this If the company actually sell 
their terminals and get out of the 
country as some of the members think 
the government would have been tak: | 
ing little protection. As a mutter of| 
fact such was not the case. Should 
they sell the terminals for more than 
$400,000 the money could not be taken 
out of the country but would be put 
in the betterment of the road. 

He could say, however, without be 
traying any secrets of the government 
that the G.T.P. and the O.N.R. would 
be applying for terminal guarantee In 
Calgary before long. The legislature 
would then have to deal with — the 
matter as hey had done with the Al- 
berta and Great Waterwaye.

AVALANCHE CARRIES 
TRAIN INTO GULCH 


Great Northern Train Struck By 
Avalanche, and Many Lives May 
Be Lost—R s Vary—Details 
Secured Are Mearre 


Seattle, Wash., March 2.—While in 
peaceful slumber and unconscious of 
the appalling danger that hovered 
over them between 50 and 60 lives were 
snuffed out about four o'clock Tues- 
day morning when an avalanche the 
proportions of a mountain swept down 
and carried away, burying beneath 
its terrible weight, the major portion 
of the little town of Wellington, and 
the western portal of the Great Nor- 
thern railway’s tunnel through the 
Cascade range, and a passenger train 
as well, 

There was no warning whatever of 
the approach of the moving mountain 
of rock and earth. The avalanche 
swept and carried everything before 
it. 

Details of the catastrophe are still 
known to 


meagre, but enough is ns 
stamp it as most appalling. Welling- 
ton is 106 miles from Seattle and 


about half as far from Everett. 
One Report Says Two Dead 
Seattle, Wash., March 2.—After be 
ing stalled for a week by snow in 
the Cascade Montains near Welling 
ton, a Great Northern passenger train 
known to have thirty passengers and 
a crew aboard 9 was struck by an 
evalanche shortly after 9:30 o’clock 
this morning, swept off the track into 
a gully five hundred feet below and 
is reported completely buried, The 
fate of the passengers is unknown as 
snowslides for the last two days have 
torn down the telegraph and_ tele 
phone wires between Everett and Wel- 
lington, and details are unobtainable.

BASEBALL. 
KLING MUST EXBLAIN.

They are given five days in 
which to present these evidences. An 
early resumption of the case is not ex- 
pected, as it is stated that President 
Johnson of the American » who is 
a member of the commission, is to de- 
part shortly for the Pacific Coast. 


CHANGES IN BASEBALL RULES. 


New York, Feb. 2—Here are the 
changes in the baseball rules which were 
adopted by The magnates of the major 
leagues at the schedule meeting. Umpire 
Silk O'Loughlin of the American Léa- 
gue outlined them today: 

The coaches’ box has been altered to 
prevent the coacher from getting nearer 
than fifteen feet to first base, The dead- 
line runs through first and second bases. 

The umpire must watch small points 
which hitherto Have been subjects for 
complaints from ¢aptains, such as dis- 
coloring of new balls. 

The captain must notify the umpire 
of substitutes or changes in the posi- 
tions of players, and the umpire must 
announce such to the crowd. ° 

The captains must give the umpires 
the batting order list at the home plate 
Lefore the game is called and players 
named must take part in the game. 

If a player upon the defence impedes 
or stops a batted ball by throwing a 
glove or mask at it the runner gets 
three bases. ’ 

The umpire judging balls and strikes 
is the chief, his colleagues guarding the 
first and second bases only. 

Every player get’ an assist who assists 
in putting out a runner, even if he 
makes the put out himself. Thus he may 
get credit for a put out and an assist at 
once, 

The chief umpire may fine, bench 
kickers, and eject. them for a second 


offence.

He then quotes several clauses from 
the charter of incorporation. You 
will notice, Mr. Speaker, that he did 
not give very full particulars about 
| the country or what they propose .o

tion of the possibilities of the coun- 
| try. Well, air, he had introduced 
these bills to incorporate the com- 
pany himself on the 10th day of Feb- 


ruary. He informed the House at that 
time that this was one of the lines

We thought that was signi- 
ficant and I was very glad to see ‘t. 
It is not usual for a minister of the

greatest amount of confidence in the 
government, We believe that the as- 
surances of the prime minister would 
be kept and that although the bil 
did give wide powers, that these pow 
ers would be exercised with caution, | 
and that every precaution would be 
taken to safeguard the public inter- 
ests, 

The rate of interest provided for 
was high and [ think most of the 
members took it for granted that the | 
prirme minister, being treasurer of 
the province, was the best authority 
of the house upon financial matters, 
and as he had decided that five per 
cent was the proper rate to guaran 
tee these bonds that was all right | 
and satisfactory. 

Well, sir, I wish to say that inso- 
far as I am concerned 1 take my full | 
share of the responsibility of having 
passed those statutes.

amount of paid up capital. 

Now, sir, it would appear to me 
that ordinary business precaut on 
would have been ficient for the 
prime minister under theso c:reum- 
stances, considering that this was a 
new eompany, cons dering that they 
had no railwuy line at al in this 
province up to this time und con- 
sidering that this was their first rail- 
way, it would surely heve been the 
simplest precaution to have seen to 
it that they themselves had invested 
some of the capital which he claimed 
they were so anxious to invest in this 
province before the province had been 
plecged to this enterprise, they taking 
all the chances and these promoters 
taking none. 

That Capital Telegram. 

Now, to give you an idea of about 
how cautious the government were 
with respect to ascertaining the 
amount of capital that these people 
had, this house having met on the 
10th of this month (on the Mth day} 
you will remember that I asked cer- 
tain questions, gave notice of certain 
questions to be asked of the govern- 
ment,) I find on the file of the At- 
torney-General’s deputy that on the 
12th day of February—the day after— 
they had telegraphed to find out whe- 
ther these people had any money or 
not, Here is the telegram: “Feb. 12, 
Minty, Union Bank Bidg., Winnipeg, 


Manitoba, Wire ine present dir 
ectors of Great Waterways, am- 
ount of subscribed capital paid on 


same, both when guaranty exeeuted 
and now, and in what bank purchase 
stogk deposited.” That 
was the information which I had been 
asking for in the House. We find on 
the same day they got the following

February 12th, 1910, W. R. Clarke, 
William Bain and myself, I think 
fifty thousand fully paid, Merchants 
Bank. no further issued since guar- 


anty, think you shotild consult Clarke 
in getting information about facts, 
simply say nothing.” Minty under- 
stood that the government were not 
ledged to answer that question and 
his advice to Mr. Woods was pretty 
good “say nothing.” Minty did not 
understand that the government were 
in a position at that time that they 
were pledged to answer that question 
whether according to parliamentary 
practice they would have to answer 
it or not. They did answer it, giving 
the information supplied by Mr. 
Minty in his telegram; they discover- 
ed then that these pedple had $50,000, 
months after they had guaranteed the 
bonds. of these same people for the 
sum of $7,400,000, That, sir, appears 
to me to be lack of ordinary business 
precaution. If the prime minister 
hed adopted the business tactics 
which he represented to us in tne 
House, and which one would think 
to be taken by any business man ex- 
ercising ordinary business methods, 
he would have seen to it that these 
‘people invested some of their own 
money in this enterprise and had seen 
to it that the plans and profiles «f 
at Teast some of the road had been 
ready, and seen to it thaf he had 
checked up the cost and obtained the 
best expert’s advice available and 
then fixed the amount of his guaran- 
tee. and then fixed the contract and all 
arrangements afterwards so as to 
fully protect the province, That would 
have been the act of ordinary pru- 


| dence and caution, 


Long on Publicity. 

One is surprised, and [ think it i 
no wonder that people are surprised, 
as to why the whole three hundred 
and fifty miles of this road should be 
guaranteed at one time and 
these people had any work done—and 
particularly at that time of the year. 
These people had done nothing as far 
appearance went except write to 
the newspapers. They were always 
strong on newspaper articles, they 
had articles every week during .ne 
summer as to what they proposed 
to do but they appeared to be very 
short on railway building and rather 
short about getting any surveys com- 
pleted. Yet, Sir, we find that although 
the autumn was on and it was in 
October and these people had no rail- 
way built yet and they didn’t have 
any plans even filed, and it could 
not be expected that they could get 
very much done that year as winter 
was approaching, yet we find that the 
government pledges the province to 
the full maximum amount of $7.400,- 
000 to these people at that time. 

The honorable prime minister says 
that they have five and a half miles 
of railway built. IT don’t know how 
he gets that information. The infor- 
mation he gave the House a while

iad wny railway built is a mystery 
to me, but however he claims that 
they have five and a half miles cf 
railway built. This railway ‘built 
happens to be in my riding whieh I 
have the honor to represent in! this 
House and I wish to say that there is 
not any railway, that the grade -s 
not all completed yet. ate in Novem- 


| ber, at a time when I know the. public 


works department had to take men off 
the road work because it was freezng 
too hard, these people started in to 
tear up a little country, a few miles 
of this road, throwing together a 
grade which I am informed on very 
reliable authority is not grade at ali. 


For the information of the House 1 | 


have some photographs of part of 
this grade which T will with pleasure 
lay upon the table of the House so 
that you may see what kind of grade 
this was. Now, I am not complaining 
about this particular little piece of 
grade. This little piece of grade was 
put in for the purpose of saving their 
charter, it was very late in the year 
and the frost was pretty far in the 
ground, they were up against it, but 
they had to do something in order to 
save their charter. They did tear up 
some frozen ground and got started 
and that is all that they have ever 
done. 
Why So Much Haste. 

Now, sir. I have mentioned before 
why so much haste about this trans- 
action. Lf any person can understand 
why people, who were business people, 
would want to borrow $7,400,000 for 
the purpose of building «a railroad, 
aid borrow money on the 7th day of 
October tor the purpose of building 
railroad in this country, im this kind 
of climate, when they must have 
known that they could not use very 
much of it until the neXt spring, and 
when they must “have known. that 
they would have to pay interest on it, 
or they would have to pay the differ- 
enee between the interest that wou'd 
be coming from the bankk and the 
interest that these bonds carried, 
which according to the information at 
hand is 1 1-2 per cent.—when we come 
to consider that they would have to 
pay 1 12 per cent. upon $7,400,000 un- 
til such time as they would be able 
to use it. which would be undoubtedly 
many months and probably nearly a 
year, it is no wonder that people 
would inquire and wonder why the 
haste. 
that a government which was pledging 
the provinee of Alberta to the pay- 
ment of a principal sum of $7,400,000 
would have takea some precautions 
before hand to find out what capita! 
these people had with which to pay 
the interest. But, as I have pointed 
out to you before. they didn’t know 
anything about that. They had to 
telegraph to Winnipeg the other day 
to find out whether these people had 
any capital or not. Now, they only 
had $50,000. You can all figure the 
difference betwen the bank interest 
of 3 1-2 per cent, and the interest on 
the bonds at 5 per cent. and you can 
figure for yourselves how long this 
$60,000 would Jast even in paying the 
difference in the interest on the §7,- 
409,000. Where did the prime minister 
expect that these people were going 
to get the money to pay the interest?

Well, sir, T am bound to say that T 
cannot understand why this should 
have been done, but when one comes 
to take « book at the kind of contract 
that was made, when one comes to 
take a jook at the specifications for 
the road which tease people were to 
build, | think it is pretty evident, 
that the promoters anyway had it 
pretty well figured out how they would 
pay the interest. It was the easiest 
thing in the world for the promoters 
to pay the interest by simply paying 
it out of the principal sum of money.

No. 4 in the Dominion is 5 in the

What is No. 6 in the Dominion is 
No. 7 in the Alberta and Great Wa- 
terways, which provides for the rail- 
way being enclosed except where it 
passes through stretches of forest 
land, I think the wording is exactly 
the same in both cases, an exact 
copy. 

What is No, 8 in the Alberta and 
Great Waterways is No, 7 in the Dom 
inion, which has reference to cattle 
guards and road crossings, The word- 


ing of that is not exactly the same. 
The Dominion reads: 
“7. Road crossings with  cattle- 


guards and sign-boards shall be pro-

A Change Here. 

Now we will read the same clause 
as found in the Alberta and Great 
Waterways: 


“9. The width of cuttings at for- 
mation level shall be not less than 
twenty (20) feet, embankment not 


less than fourteen (14) feet when set- 
tiled in place. The slopes of cuttings 
and embankments shall not be less 
than one and a half (1%) feet hor 
izontal to one (1) foot vertical in earth 
and one (J) foot horizontal to four 
(4) feet vertical in rock cuttings, ex- 
cepting in cases where the character 
of the material warrants a sharper 


| slope.”’ 


They cut that down a foot 60 as to let 
them build a narrower road. 

No. 10, which is No, 9 in the Dom- 
inion, provides for drainage. The 
Dominion reads: 

“oth. Efficient drainage must be 
provided by open ditehes and under 
drains,” 


The Alberta and Great Waterways 
reads the same 

“10th, All bridges. culverta and 
inion, has reference to bridges, and 


it reads 

“11. All bridges, culverts and other 
structures must be of ample size and 
strength for the purposes intended. 
Piers and abutments of truss bridges 
over navigable streains must be of 
massive masonary or concrete, and 
of other truss bridges of well-driven 
tamarac, white or Norway pine, Dou- 
glas fir or cedar piles, or of erib work 
of tamarac, white or Norway, pine 
Douglas fir or cedar timber, resting 
solid natural foundation or on @ 
foundation of well driven piles, as de- 
scribed above, filled with stone.” 

The Dominion is a tittle different. 
The Dominion reads: 

“tith. All bridges, culverts and 
other structures must be ample size 
and strength for the purpose intended, 
Piers and abutments of bridges must 
be of massive masonary, Portland ce- 
ment or concrete or reinforced Port- 
land cement concrete, the detailed 
specification and plans to be approved 
of by the chief engineer of the de 
partment of railways and canals. 

“Culverts under embankments over 
12 feet in height shall be of well built 
strong masonary, solid or reinforced 
Portland cement concrete, cast-iron 
pipes, reinforced concrete pipes, oF 
double strength vitrified clay culvert 
pipes made of durable and suitable 
material. All to be thoroughly per- 
manent in character, and equal in 
every way to the best description of 
like work employed in railway work 
in Canada, 

As to Bridges. 

“The superstructure of all bridges 
shall be in accordance with the gen 
eral specifications for steel bridges 
issued by the department of railways 
and canals.” 

You will notice that where it says 
in the Dominion that “All bridges, 
culverts and other structures must be 
ample size and strength for tue pur- 
pose intended.” and then when you 
come to “Piers” in the Dominion it 
reads: f 

“Piers and abutments of bridges 
must be of mussive masonary, Port- 
land cement’ concrete, or reinforced 
Portland cement conerete, the detailed 
specification and plans to be approved 
of by the chief engineer of the de- 
partment of railways and canals.” 

“Oulverts under embankments over 
12 feet in height shall be of well built 
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atrong masonary, solid or reitiférced 
Portland cement concrete, cast-iron 
pipes, reinforced concrete pipes, or 
double strength vitrified clay culvert 
pipes made of durable and. suitable 
material, All to be thoroughly pers 
manent in character, and equal in 
every way to the best description of 
like work employed in railway work 
in Canada, , 

“The superstructuure of all bridges 
shall be in accordance with the gen- 
eral specifications for steel bridges is- 
sued by the department of railways 
aud canals,” 

As a matter of fact, it cuts that 
specification out entirely as far-as the 
Alberta and Great Waterways is con- 
cerned, because it is a well known 
fact that there is a not a navigable 
stream that will be crossed by the 
Alberta and Great Waterways  be- 
tween here and Fort McMurray; #0 
that specification is cut out by insert. 
ing the words “navigable streams.” 

The steel rails are the same weight 
as provided in the Dominion specifica- 
tions, 66 pounds, but as a matter ef 
fact jin the contract itself with the 
Dominion, it is specified that they 
must be new. There is no such clause 
in the contract with the Alberta and 
Great Waterways, and the specifica- 
tion ‘eads exactly the same. The 
specification in both cases neads this 
way. (Reading No. 13 of the Domin- 
ion) 

“18th—The rails shall ibe of steel, 
weighing not less than fifty-six (56) 
pounds per lineal yard, of approved 
section and with approved -fasten- 
ings.” : 

There is a little difference. The Al- 
berta and Great Waterways reads :— 

“15—The rails shall be of steel, 
weighing not less than fifty-six (56) 
pounds per lineal yard, of approved 
section and with the most approved 
fish plates .’” 

The Dominion,/apparently, does not 
accept fish plates. 


Now, we come to ballasting. The 
Dominion reads :— 
Ballasting pecifications. 
“i4th—The railway must be well 


ba‘lasted with either gravel or other 
suitwble material for a depth of not 
less than 10 inches under the sleep- 
and properly trimmed off to a 
shype of 1 12 to 1. The sleepers to 
be & inches faces by 6 inches thick and 
8 feet long—2,600 to the mile.” 

The Alberta and Great Waterways 
reads :— 

“16—The railway shall be well bal- 
lasted with either prairie loam or oth- 
er suitable material for a depth of 
not less than 1 Oinches under the 
sleepers and properly trimmed off and 
boxed up.” 

The word “gravel” is etruek out, and 
the words ‘prairie loam” are inserted 
Ip its place, 

Nothing is said about the sleepers 
in that clause, 

No, 17 takes up the sleepers. The 
Dominion specifications say :— 

“The sleepers to be 8 inches face 
yw 6 inches thick and 8 feet lon “ 
600 to the mile." war 

In 4 Alberta and Great Waterways 
it reads :— 

“The sleepers shall be eight (8) fees 
iong and six (6) inches thick, and if 
hewn on two eides they shall have a 
face of not less than six (6) inches, ff 
squared the face shall not be less than 
eight (8) inches,” 

And they are not squaring any, you 
can be. sure about that. 

Now, sir. in many other respects it 
is copied pretty well from the Domin- 
1on specifications, excepting that it 
is made a lot easier than are the Do- 
nunion specifications. Where the Do- 
mimon specifications calls for ® inch 
ties they are allowed to put in 6 inch 
tite; where the Dominion specification 
calls for a number of ties per mile, 
they are not limited to any particular 
nuniber of ties per mile; where the Dé- 
minion speciiication calls for a gravel 
bailast, they are allowed a prairie 
foam ballast; where the Dominion 
specilicauion provides for an envbank- 
nent of 16 feet, they are allowed to 
put in gin envbankment of 14 feet, and 
soon, cheapened wll the way through, 
As a matter of fact, these epecifica- 
tions Were in print, and any engine@r 
would have known in a moment if he 
had had a look at Dan Manns set 
of specifications that he enclosed that 
they were a joke. He would have 
known in a moment that those were 
not the speciiications that even the 
Dominion government in 1908 had 1a- 
serted in railwaye where they 
gave a subsidy of $3,200 a mile. Yet 
these people did not appear to have 
any government engineer. They ap- 
peared to be prepared to take every- 
boity's word for it, and to sign eveny. 
thing that was passed up to them, 
They accepted Dan Mann's letter, and 
took it for grunted that Dan Mann's 
specifications were the Dominion spee!- 
fications, inserted them in all the rail- 
Way contracts excepting the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, wherein, far some rea- 
#0 or oiher, not yet explained, they 
made the Grand Trank Pacifie take 
the genera} standard for their woad as 
being the Canadian Northern main 
line instead of the Crow’s Nest. How- 
ever they did not appear to meke 
aby particular enquiries about this. 

Could Have Got Copies. 

I mentioned 4 moment ago that the 
Dominion specifications provided for 
new rails. If they had taken the 
trowble to look up and find out where 
Dan Mann got these spectdoations 
they would have found this document 
that I have im my hand, As « mat. 
ter of fact, thene were several copies 
of them in the pulblic works depart. 
ment at the time. I went in one day 
and got one of them .and there was a 
pigeon-hole full of them there. This 
document is got out by the Dominion 
government. It provides for a draft 
agreement with the railways which 
are getting subsidies. It provides for 
4a schedule, giving tions and 
description, and it aleo provides tor 
certain fair wage clauses which form 
4 part of the contract.

No Hurry to File Plans. 

A number of people, T have no doubt, 
wondered why it was that although the 
Railway act provided that these pco- 
ple should have their plans filed, thay 
did not have any plans filed.. Well, 
they are in no hurry. What do they 
care, They will file their plans when 
they get good and ready; and when 
they file them you can be sure that 
the prime minister will put his auto- 
graph upon the acceptance. Now, sir. 
if he should hesitate and let a pay 
ment af interest on the ‘bonds get 
nearly due you will see how quickly 
the plans will be accepted, 

The prime minister ‘has told us 
about the province of Ontario having 
guaranteed railway bonds for $20,000 a 
mile, But let me say that the pro- 
vince of Ontario did not guarantee 
the bonds of a few promoters from 
Kansas City for a railway of $20,000 a 
mile, The bonds that they guaranteed 
were the bonds of the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway with a system of rail- 
Ways at their back; and what is 
more, the province of Ontario guar- 
anteed the bonds of the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway through a country that 
is well known to be one of the most 
lifficult to build railroads in to be 
found upon the continent; and any 
Me of you who has travelled along the 
north shore through the northern part 
of the province of Ontario, in that de- 
nuded, rocky country, will have a fair 
idea of what it costs to build a rail- 
road there in comparison with what 
it costs to ‘build a road in the pro- 
vince of Alberta. And the provine> 
f British Columbia has guaranteed 
the bonds of some railway eompanies 
for either $30,000 or $35.000 a mile, I 
forget exactly. But the province of 
British Columbia is in the Rocky 
mountains, and you can spend a mil- 
ion dollars there upon a ‘bridge and 
not got half a mile. It is an entirely 
differnt proposition from (building 
an al-prairie road, The province of 
Manitoba guarantee the bonds of the 
Canadian Northern railway, as pointed 
out, trom Winnipeg to Port Arthur, 
for $20,000 a mile. If any of you have 
ever travelled over that line from Win- 
nipeg to Port Arthur you would not 
b» surprised that it should ‘be guaran- 
tecd for $20,000 a mite. I do not sup- 
pose there is a more difficult piece of 
railway construction in Canada, out- 
side of the Rockies, than that piece of 
line between Winnipeg and Port Ar- 
thur, through that same rocky, de- 
nuded country. 

Biggest Guarantee Ever Made. 

Now, sir, I am not objecting, al 
though this is the biggest railway guar- 
antee that was ever made for a prairiq 
road in Canada, and it was given not- 
withstanding the promise of the prime 
minister to the old House that it 
would not be done, on a portion of 
the road at least. I am not objecting 
so much to the guarantee if it had 
been surrounded by any kind of rea- 
sonable precaution, and to have seen 
to it that the whole of the $20,000 per 
mile was got into railroads. But as 
you can see for yourselves, we have 
nothing but the word of these people 
that they will build anything but the 
cheapest kind of railway, 

The only defence that I have ever 
heard to this contract was the defence 
which the prime minister put up this 
morning. And what was it Why, it 
was simply this, that as a matter of 
fact, notwithstanding the loose and 
senseless bargain made with these peo- 
ple, he had the word of these people 
that they were going to do far better 
than they had to. That was the sum 
and substance of it. He read the 
story of Mr, Clarke, which you saw in 
the newspaper, as to what kind of road 
he proposed to build, and he assured 
the House that he ha dthe assurance 
from these people that they were going 
to do far better than what they were 
obliged to do with the people of this 
country. I am afraid that the prime 
minister of this province is a very 
confiding individual. I am sorry to 
say that I think he too often takes 
the word of people when he should 
not accept it. IT am afraid he too 
often is willing to accept promises 
where guarantees absolute and en- 
forceable ought to be what he should 
have. And I only hope that it is true 
that these people do not. intend to take 
advantage to the full of the opportuni- 
ties which this- government has given 
them ai getting away with 
a goodly portion of the $20,000 a 
mile guaranteed upon this road. But, 
Sir, if the prime minister’s argument 
is true, and if they are not going *o 
take advantage of their bargain nd 
are going to do far better for the p-o- 
vince, would it not have been just as 
well to have made no bargain with 
these people at all? 

The prime minister spoke to the 
House sometime ago with respect to 
the great security that the people «.f 
this province have in connection with 
this road, and quoted from the mort- 
gage, section 5. Well, let us see how 
much security the province of Alber- 
ta has that these people will not get 
away with $10.000 a mile and put the 
other ten into a railroad. (He read 
from the mortgage.) 

They assigned their lines of railway, 
and if the prime minister can tell me 
where they are or what they are, 1 
would like to know. They conveyed 
their terminals, Where are their 
terminals, They have no terminals. 
Where is this boasted security they 
speak about? They have all these 
things to get, and that is the security 
the ‘province of Alberta has got. 

What They Haven't. 

Then it goes on to describe, ‘to- 
gether with their station grounds. ’ 
they haven't any station grounds. 


Minister, refuse to accept those plans, 
if you dare, and we will make the pto-

if the province ever had to make one 


Nobody regrets more 
than [I do the position in which the 
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“Together with their storchouses and 
funds.” They have all these thing¢ 
to get, and when they do get them, 
whatever railroad they construct wit. 
that portion of the seven million that 
this province ig good for, that will be 
the security and the only security 
this province will ever have. In other 
words, this province in the bargain 
just made, has not got one dollar of 
security other than the security upoa 
the province’s own money. And not 
even that, Sir, because unless these 
people do a lot better than they are 
obliged te do they do not need to put 
the $20,000 a mile into the railroad, 
and the province of Alberta has for 
security nothing but the value of the 
railway and terminals that these peo- 
ple feel like putting into that road. 
$400,000 for terminals! How did the 
prime minister arrive at the idea that 
it would cost $400.000 for terminals? 
Land is getting rather expensive, ‘o 
be sure, but their contract allows 
them to go beyond the mile limit it 
the prime minister will be good 
enough to let them, and they can get 
cheap terminals if he allows them to 
g0 a mile out, not from the town limit 
but from the Edmonton post office.

You can acquire a good chunk of land 
Yor terminals for less than $20,000. 

But let us look at this boasted secur- 
ity that the province has. In the 
event of these people getting termin- 
als ground within a mile of the post 
‘office of Edmonton, which might by 
reason of the growth of the city a‘ver- 
ward become valuable, well, wey do 
not propose to ever let the govern- 
ment take them away, if they ever 
become worth more than $400,000 be- 
cause a little clause was slipped into 
the mortgage, and this is how it 
reatls, section 12: 

“Provided, however, that there be- 
no default in the payment of the 
principal or interest secured by said 
bonds the Edmonton terminals shall 
be released herefrom at any time upon 
payment to the trustees of the sum 
of $400,000, and upon payment of all 
interest on said sum of $400,000 to 
date of such release and the cost :f 
such release; and the moneys so part 
shal! be used by the trustees in retir. 
ang an equivalent amount of the 
guaranteed bonds issued ‘hereunder, 
and in default of such retirement shall 
be invested at interest by the trustees 
in such securities as shall be approved 
of by the government until the bonds 
gZueranteed hereunder mature, or the 
trustees may fetire any portion er 
portions of said bond issue.” 

Can't Compel Them. 

In other words, Sir, when they ac- 
quire terminal grounds, whether they 
pay $100,000 for them or pay $400,000 
for them, the government has no way 
of compelling them to put in termin 
als—they get their $400,000 anyway 
for their terminal grounds. whatever 
terminals they put in; and if in a 
few years from now, by the growth of 
this city, those terminals become val- 
uable as building property, if the 
property becomes worth $700,00) or 
$1,000,000, why, all these people from 


back the same amount of money that 
they got from the province of Alberta, 
$400,000, to the trustees under the 
mortgage and strip the railroad of its 
own terminals. And having done so 
let the government forclose their mort- 
age if they want to for $7,000,090 and 
they have nothing but a road strip 
ped of probably its most valuable 
asset, the Edmonton terminals, They 
ean divide the terminals into town 
Jots and put them on the market uf 
they want to and the government can- 
not do a thing. That is the kind of 
mortgage or boasted security that thi- 
Province has.

A{l the ‘business in 
connection with this transaction would 
appear to have been cone by the at- 
torney generall’s department, with the 
exception of the bond part of it, 
Which appears to have been transacted 
by the treasury depaitinent. \All the 
arrangements and negotiations with 
respect to this bargain appear to have 
‘been done with the attorney general's

Now, turning to the treasury; depart- 
ment, I find a copy of a letter that 
is also found on file 491, being of the 
attorney general’s department.

The next telgram is asking for cop- 
ies of the guarantee act. 

On October 18th, which was a little 
aiter the time that those telegrams 
had passed, when Mr. Woods had Jook- 
ed up the law on tie subject, on 
which, I am bound to gay, he is a 
very good authority, he writes Minty, 
advising him that special legislation 
13 not necessary and advises against 
it, 

About that time, on October 25th, I 
find this telegram from Minty to

Cannot get it done 
here in time. Alse have on hand pro- 
per officer with whom to file mort 
fage so that solicitor’s report will not 
bo delayed.

This was a hurry-up telegram on the 
25th from Mr. Minty to Mr. Woods, 
asking him to get the bonds reprinted 
and to do those things.

Signing of Bonds. 

There is another ‘elegram here 
somewhere which I will probably dis- 
cover in a moment or two, in which 
Mr. Woods was esked to have the 
prime minister on hand to re-sign 
the documents, Arid IT understand that 
these people arrived here for their 
new organization mecting because 
Mr. Fisher did not think they hud any 
legal standing, arranged a new organ- 
ization meeting and fixed themselves 
up to have a legal status, and about 
nine o’einck at night, down at the 
‘buildings here somewhere, the prime 
minister re-signed the documents and 
the mortgage was handed over. How- 
ever, I have read a number of these 
telegrams for the purpose of showing 
you in what a hurry these people 
were, and why the government should 
have been in as big a hurry is con- 
siderable of a mystery to me. It is 
also a mystery why the government 
should have been so anxious that this 
whole sum of §$7.400,000 should have 
been floated at once and were pre- 
pared to give every accommodation 
and assistance to these people to 
hurry up and get this temporary bond 
on the market and sold this fall, not- 
withstanding the fact, as I pointed out 
beiore, that winter was coming on and 
that they could do little until next year, 
and. as a matter of fact, somebody 
would be obliged ta pay the difference 
between the bank interest and the 
bond interest, which was one and one- 
half per cent., until such time as the 
money would be used. And surely 
these people had enough money to 
have gone on with their surveys and 
done this piece of grade that they did 
after it froze up, and if they did not, 
why, might T ask in all reason, was 
the hurry that all of the bonds should 
be issued at once? 

Here wes a case where the extreme 
amount that was permitted under the 
statute was $7,400,000, and surely, 
common prudence and business meth- 
ods would have convinced these peo- 
ple that it was not good policy to have 
guarentced the whole of the $7,400,000 
before these people from Kansas City 
had done anything whatever. But 
they appeared to be in a great hurry 
to get this transection through. Pos- 
sibly, as Mr. Woods stated to Mr. 
Minty, if confirmatory legislation 
were placed before this legislature it 
might lead to criticism. However, the 
Lond issue did go through. If we 
‘ollow the documents through the file 
of the deputy treasurer we will find 
whore he and the deputy attorney-gen- 
eral went to New York. What took 
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a= agent of the government? The 
man recommended by Clarke. And f 
aay that it will be difficult for the 
rian minister or the government of 
this province to convince the people 
of this province that Clarke did not 
get more than par for those five per 
cent. bonds. 
Comment on Bonds, 

In running through these files, | 
find that the deputy attorney general 
and the deputy treasurer both had 
the habit of pasting financial items 
about bonds on the back of their files; 
and while IT am on the bond question 
it might be interesting to read one or 
two of them, which, by the way, are 
not very complimentary to the old 
fegislature of the province of Alberta 
and probably quite correctly, and 48 
T pointed out before, if the prime min- 
ister, who was treasurer of this pro- 
vince and the one man whom the leg- 
islature would expect to look to upon 
all financial inatters, recommended to 
the legislature five per cent, bonds 
and they passed, and you found that 
those bonds could not be sold for more 
then par, surely in the interests of 
the people of this province it was his 
duty to have stayed his hand long 
enough for the next legislature to 
have met and saved the credit of this 
province, to say nothing about saving 
the amount of money that might have 
deen seved in accrued interest to the 
railway. 

Here are a few of the criticisms 
which, I presume, my friend Mr. 
Woods thought, being criticisms of 
the legislature ought to be left upon 
the file. 

“It will be remembered that in a 
recent reference to the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway Co.’s bond 
issue we expressed surprise at the 
extravagane terms of the guarantee of 
5 per cent. The Financial Post takes 
the same view as ourselves, Our con- 
temporary says: “The Alberta legisla- 
ture’s ect guaranteeing the bonds ibe- 
came law on February 25th of this 
year, the sunuprising detail being the 
rate, Why this was made 5 per cent, 
when Alberta 4’s are selling in London 
at 99 1-2 is rather puzzling.” And I 
have no doubt it was, and it is one of 
the things that is puzzling this pro- 
vince today; one of the things that is 
puzzling to me; one of the things, sir, 
which I don't expect to have to ex- 
plain to the people who sent me to 
this House, and I don’t propose to at- 
tempt to do so, 

Another Comment. 

We also find drom the Banking and 
Insurance Journal, on November 27th, 
1909: “Occesionally an error of judg- 
Inent places an excellent opportunity 
at the disposal of investors, Such re- 
cently happened in connection with 
the 5 per cent. first mortgage gold de 
benture bonds of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway.

r-mark here that there does not ap- 
pear to be on these filas any copy of 
any letter of instructions that was 
given to the deputy® attorney-generai 
and the deputy treagurer when they 
went to New York with that tempor- 
ary bond in their valise. Now, it 
would appear to me that when the de- 
puty treasurer and deputy attorney- 
general were sent’ to New York, 
charged with a veluable document of 
that kind, belonging to the province, 
that there ought to have been some let- 
ter of instructions. There does not 
appear to be any. However, the bonds 
were sold, and at par, Canadian cur- 
reney. 
Credit Must be Poor. 

Now, sir, all I have 10 say about 
that is just simply this, that if the 
credit or the province of Alberta is 
not good enon... to get money for less 
than 2 per ¢ , then, sir, there 
is somthing wrong with the province 
of Albert» When I was a boy at 
seheo! I used to be told that the whole 
was alweys grerter than its part, but 
old Euclid’s logic is no good any mor+ 
in Alberta, as now, sir, the part is 
far greater than the whole, and almost 
any municipality in the province of 
Alberta can borrow money for less 
than five per cent. The city of Ed- 
monton can borrow it for a little over 
four, and I have no doubt that Cal- 
gary can do the’ same. And all I[ 
have to say about that it this, that 
the government of this province surely 
was not looking after the best inter- 
ests of the people of this province 
in permitting those bonds carrying 
five per cent, to be sold at par. if 
that were all that could be got for 
these bonds, then I would like to 
know what is the matter with the pro- 
vince of Alberta, or what is ghe mat- 
ter with the government, or what is 
the matter with the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway? But, sir, it ‘s 
very difficult to believe thet bonds 
of that kind whereby the government 
was absolutely bound and pledged to 
pay the principal and interest, should 
have been sold at that figure. I do 
not think it will do the eredit of thia 
province any good to havt those bonda 
sold at that figure. And, sir, as I 
pointed out before, if five per cent. 
was not a good rate of interest in ord- 
er to be able to induce the most ac- 
vantigeous sale of those bonds, *the 
legislature that met in 1909 was not 
the last legislature that would ever 
meet in this province. If it were foun! 
that it was not the proper thing to 
float bonds at five per cent., surely it 
would have been very easy to want 
until this legislature had’ met and 
have legislation passed to have the 
proper iate of interest on those bends. 
When the prime minister was given 
the wide authority that was given in 
that Acton account of of the great 
confidence which the members of the 
last House had in him, surely it was 
has duty as trustee of the people's 
interests of this province if he found 
that that legislation was not advan- 
tugeous, to the best interests of the 
province, to have waited a month or 
two until a new legislature met and 
heve asked for the necessary legisla 
tion to pul things right. But instead 
“4 that we find these bonds placed 
upon the market and sold only at par, 
And, sir, I do not mind saying again 
I think the prime minister was surely

almost appear as if the government 
had relied upon loeal advice. The 
immediate result of the action of the 
government has been not only to lower 
its own credit but to adversely affect 
credit of all the Canadian pro- 
vinces, Whilst we hesitate to eriti- 
cize the act.on of co:tain, western Can- 
adian poovineos, it is the opinion in 
well in.ormed financial circles that 
they are undoubtedly insular in their 
ideas. There is always the danger of 
transient legislators acting recklessly 
In matters of finance and this is par- 
ticularly so in western communities. 
If instead of being guided by local 
counsellors these western governments 
Were to take the advice of Ottawa, or 
of the Ang'o-Canadian financial hous- 
es identified with Canadian’ affairs 
they would certainly find it to their ad- 
vantage, But as we have already: re- 
marked these little errors of juegment 


Gfier excellent opportunities to the 
investor for there can be no two 
opinions upon the attractiveness of

Now, sir, in conclusion let me say that 
as I pointed out in opening my address, 
it is with great regret that [ find myself 
in @ position where it is impossible to 
get my mind to agree with that of the 
government that this has been a good 
transaction for this Province, Taking 
all the circumstances into consideration, 
allowing for all due allowances, 1 aim 
bound to say that it looks to me the 
most careless slip-shod and loose kind 
of an arrangement that it would be pos- 
sible to“make by any government in con- 
netion with any public business, It will 
be said [ presume, did you pass the act 
Biving these people the power to do all 
these things which they did, it will be 
said didn’t they do what was lawful, did 
they do outside the limit of the law as 
it stood? No. they did not, the law per- 
mitted them to do what they did pro- 
bably with the excyption of separating 
these terminals from the main road ‘n 
the mortgage. I doubt if the law even 
as it stood gives them that authority. 
However, they say, you as a member of 
the old legislature were responsible, and 
I freely admit it. I say that we, the 
members of the old legislature, made the 
same mistake that the shareholders of a 
company make when they appoint a set 
of directors, a president and directors 
and clothe them with the power of man- 
aging the company’s business, and dis- 
cover later that instead of using their 
powers in the interest of the company 
they have used the power to dissipate 
the assets of the company. That is the 
position in which ‘I find myself today 
and in duty to the people of this Pro- 
vince, and in my duty to the people who 
sent me here, 1 can see that I have no 
other alternative than to move the mo- 
tion which I am moving in this House 
and which I hope will commend itself 
to the favorable cqnsideration of this 
House, 

As To Traitors. 

The Honorable Prime Minister, 1 
think in a moment of heat, announced 
to the House this morning that there 
were traitors in the camp, 1 believe, 


sir, he means me to be one of these trai- 
tors. Ae I pointed out before 1 have al- 
ways been on very friendly terms with 
the Honorable Prime Minister and the 
Honorable Attorney General. Sir, «n 
this occasion I find myself in the posi- 
tion where I cannot agree with what they 
have done, I cannot agree that it has 
been to the best interests of the country, 
and if, because I cannot agree 1 dare 
to differ from them I am a traitor then, 
sir, all 1 have to say is that I would, 
prefer to be a traitor under theae o'r. 
cumstances, standing as I believe I do 
for the best interests of the people whe 
sent me here and the people of this Pro- 
vince, then be considered as supoprting 
a government for the sake of party con- 
sideration under circumstances where I 
could not conscientiously do so. 


1 will only spend one moment more 
upon the remedy. My remedy may not 
appeal to all the members of this House. 
I do not consider the remedy of such 
importance as the fact that this legisla- 
ture cannot afford in my opinion in a 
new country like this, to allow a trans- 
action of this kind to go unchallenged. 
My remedy i« this: to take advantage of 
ene of the clauses which the Honorable 
Prime Minister in his speech to the 
House last year read to us today consid- 
ered of such great value to the people 
ofthis Province, Just wait till we see. 
Section 20 of the Act of Incerporation 
was quoted by the Prime Minister to 
the members of the last legislative as- 
sembly as being one of the clauses of 
great advantage to the Province, what 
he considered to be a very favorable sec- 
tion in the Bill which justified to some 
extent the large guarantee, I am quot- 
ing now from the Prime Minister's own 
speech. He says: “Let me draw the at- 
tention of the honorable members to 
some of the features of tho charter of 
the incorporation of this iine. They are 
very favorable to the province. ‘20 The 
government shall have the option of pur- 
chasing the entire undertaking of the 
company including all rights, franchises, 
powers, rolling stock and personal pro- 
perty connected with said railway at any 
time for the then fair value thereof as 
a going concern, such option, however, 
not to be assignable by the government!” 

Kansas City Men Wise. 

Now, air, I do not -think that there 
was very much overlooked by the men 
who come in here from Kansas City and 
Winnipeg and got the Prime Minister in 
January last to agree to promote the 
Bills provided by thom. T do not think 
that from a legal point of view they 
overlooked very much but, sir, for some 
reason or other they inserted this clause. 
1 have believed recently that the clause 
was inserted with the idea that if the 
road did not look good to them after they 
got it built they might separate the ter- 
minals from it and then, under this 
clause, unload it on the government. 
However, the clause is there and I do 
not think that they have any right to 
complain if that clause be exercised, 
the rights of the Province under that 
caluse be exercised, and the Prime Min- 
ister considered it a very important one 
in favor of th Province last year. My 
proposal, therefore, would be to exercise 
that clause now, and then we would be 
in a position to see to it that we got 
$7,400,000 worth of road for $7,400,000, Tt 
would not be necessary to operate the 
railway after it were built for the rail- 
way could be leased to any of the trunk 
lines and 1 am satisfied if it were pro- 
perly built that it could be leased on 
advantageous terme. It would appear 
to me that that is the one way, and the 
best way of protecting the interests of 
the Province. I understand, before I sit 
down ,that the government in the last 
few days have been trying to make a 
new deal with Clarke, Clarke is here 
and the government have been trying to 
make a new deal with Clarke. The Prime 
Minister informed the House today that 
Clarke intended to do far better than 
they had him bound to do, and he went 
so far as to lay a letter of Clarke’s upon 
the table of this House, whether he con- 
siders this as binding upon the Alberta 
& Great Waterways Railway, or binding 
upon the government, he had not said. 
You, however, have all read that letter 
of Clarke’s. Now I will beg the liberty 
to read it again, (Reads Clarke’s letter). 

Now, sir, evidently that is Clarke's 
proposition, and as far as I can see 
Clarke himself does not propose to de- 
viate to any es cut from the contract, 
and one cannot blame him very much. 
A man who is clever enough to come here 
from Kansas City and get the govern- 
ment induced to sign a contract like 
this, that will allow him to get away 
with, as the Hon. Minister of Public 
Works says, close to half the amount of 
the guarantee amount, you can hardly 
expect that he would — be prepared co 
give it up. But in ease there may be 
any doubt in the ainds of any of the 
honorable members about whether 56 
pound steel ix good steel to lay upon a 
road I have here a memorandum in re- 
spect to that. You will notice if you 
will read the address of the Won, Mr. 
Graham delivered in the House of Com- 
mons this year on February Ist. what 
kind of rails the Intercolonial used this 
year. He says: “I want to tell the 
House that no less than 574,237 new ties 
were placed on the Intercolonial in the 
passed nine ‘months, Eleven and a half 
miles of track were relaid with 80-Ib. 
steel, and { am informed by railway ea- 
gineers that the standard rail is consid- 
ered 80 Ibs. and some roads use even 
heavier than that.” In any event Mr 
Graham says 111-2 miles of track were 
relaid with 80 Ibs. rails, new steel raile. 

Now, I have here a list of the variour 
railroads in Canada and the States with 
the various kinds of raile that they use. 
1 have what I believe on good authority 
a list of railways, of their mileage and 
the kind of rails they are using, (Reads 
list of railways, their mileage and weight 
of rails used). 

As to 66 Pound Rails. 

That is a list of a few of the railwave 
in Canada and the United States, with 
the standard of steel that they are using. 
And yet Mr. Clark would like us to be- 
lieve that 56 pound steel is proper steel 
te put upon a good railroad, I think he 
will have some difficulty in convincing 
the members of this House, and I am 
sure he will never be able to convince 
me upon that subject in the face of 
these facts. And I am told by railroad 
nren—you do not require an ¢ngine,r to 
get this information -that the Canadian 
Pacific and tho Canadian Northern and 
the old Grand Trunk, and all the old 
lines ave getting rid of their 56 pound 
stee] just as fast as they can get rid of 
it; that they are using it in their sidings 
and switches and occasionally in ehort 
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branches, and getting rid of it as fast as 
possible; that none of these lines is buy- 
ing any more 86 pound steel, The 5@ 
pound steel is as much out of date today 
as a handcar would be as compared with 
a proper train. That is to say, railroad- 
ing in the last ten years has undergone 
a great evolution, that instead of using 
light engines, and light cars, and light 
rails, and everything accordingly, the 
tendency now is to uée heavy engines, 
large cars, heavy trains, cut the grades 
low and haul largeloads, and that is the 
only way that railways can successfully 
compete. However, on this line we are 
to have 56 pound steel which Mr, Clarke 
is at liberty to put on and which he pro- 
poses to put on. 

So much, «ir, for the propositions of 
Mr. Clarke, and so much for the assur- 
ances of this House, that the govern- 
ment are going to correct what they 
have done and make a new deal with 
Clarke, | might say that in the first few 
days since thie House met that seemed 
to be the chief canvass of the govern- 
ment with us. and I know it was with 
me and with the other members of the 
House, that if this was not a very good- 
looking deal they would fix it up and 
make a new deal with Clarke. Well. -ir, 
T wan not very much impressed with 
that deal. I have always found when I 
made a deal in business with anybody 
and the other fellow got the start of me. 
if I got a new deal out of him I had to 
square myself with aim some way; and 
if these people are going to make a new 
deal with Clarke I would like to know 
how thev are going to arrange it. I am 
sure it would be some information to 
me, However. it is quite evident from 
the letter of Mr. Clarke that if they get 
any concessions out of Clarke thero will 
be something doing. He knows his busi- 
ness, and he is going to build a road just 
to satisfy himself and as he likes, And 
as I pointed out before, the government 
have got to see to it that the intercet 
is paid on those bonds, and those people 
have only $50,000. A threat to leave the 
Province to pay one instalment of inter- 
est will very soon cause the Prime Min- 
ister to put his autograph on his plans 
and specifications or any other old thing 
that Mr. Clarke wants signed, 

1 regret very, very much to be obliged 
to move this resolution, butI say that it 
appears to me that the Prime Minister, 
who was in charge of this department, 
has been very badly advised in this mat- 
ter and appears to have signed every- 
thing that was presented to him, and 
having done so, has got himself and the 
Province of Alberta in the position that 
I am afraid that these people will—and 
I know that they can under their con- 
tract—exercise their powers to build a 
very cheap railway in this Province, one 
expensive to operate, and one which will 
cost probably not more than half the 
money that the Province is liable for 
and will then be able, after separating 
the Edmonton terminals, to walk away 
with two or three million dollars, as the 
Honorable the Minister of Public Works 
said, with a smile at what easy people 
the government of Alberta were. And 
in deference to the people who sent me 
here, and in deference to the people of 
this province, 1 cannot get myself into 
the position that I could vote to condone 
or approve of the deal that has been 
made, 

I, th*refore, seconded by the Honorable 
Member for Pincher, beg to move the re- 
solution opposite my name upon the 
order paper.

Statistics Tell of Progress; Large 
Increases in Bank Clearings 
and Customs Receipts. 


The official returns for the month 
of February provide a narray of sta- 
tistics which tells in no uncertain way 
of the progress made by Alberta’s 
capital city in the last twelve months, 
Vital statistics are largely increased. 
Bank clearings near the four million 
dollar mark, showing an increase cf 
twenty per cent over the correspond: 
ing month last year. Customs re- 
ceipts have incrased fully fifty per 
cent. Post office returns show a con- 
siderable increase, On building per- 
mits alone is there a falling off and 
in this direction too there would have 
been an incrase, if the permit for the 
Seventeenth street school at $93,000 
for which application had been made 
near the close of the month, had been 
granted, 

Bank Clearings. 

The bank clearings for the month 
reached the high water mark, totalling 
nearly four million dollars. The 
exact figures were $3,823,302, an in- 
crease Of $704,421, or 20 per cent over 
February of last year, when the total 
Was $3,118,881, 

Customs Receipts. 

The receipts from customs duties 
for February shows an increase 2% 
59 per cent over the corresponding 
month last year. The figures for Feb- 
ruary 1910 are $32,704, and for Feb- 
ruary 1909, $21,695. 

Vital Statistics. 

The vital statistics show an increase 
in all directions. The number of 
births during February was 51. The 
number of marriages 29, and the num- 
ber of deaths. 28, 

Land Office Returns. 

During the month of February, 230 
homesteads were granted at the Land 
office. Two homesteads were pur- 
chased, four taken upon South Afri- 
ean serip and one on half-breed scrip. 
Entries cancelled numbered 135, let- 
ters read 6,047, letters sent 6,445. One 
hundred and forty applications for 
patients were received. « 

The building statistics show a lull 
in construction activity during the 
month, Twenty-eight permits were 
taken out, totalling but $29,000.30. 
The permit for the new west end 
school, for which application has 
been made but which has not yet 
been granted, amounts to $93,000. This 
will go to swell the March total. 

February as a rule is a quiet month 
at Immigration hall. The rush begins 
during March and in anticipation of 
it, Mr. Webster the Edmonton agent 
of the Immigration department, has 
had the offices and rooms of the build- 
ing repapered, painted and white- 
washed so that they present a very 
attractive and homelike appearance, 
The office counter and furniture have 
been entirely re-arranged to permit ot 
the handling of bigger crowds, 

During the month a total of sixty- 
one immigrants were accommodated 
at the hall. Inquires from about five 
times that number were received. 
Those arriving were chiefly from the 
United States and of German ana 
Seandinavian nationality. Eleven 
came vie ocean travel; forty-three 
from the United States and seven from 
Canadian points, 

The post office returns for February 
show money orders issued at the Ed- 
monton office to have amounted to $20,- 
063,97, money orders paid out, $28,186.11. 
Postal notes sold reached a total af $3,- 
578.93 and notes paid, $4,070.61. The 
value of stamps sold during the month 
was $6,200.00. 

New pest offices have been established 
at Ardrossan, Blondheim, Glenister and 
High Prairie. Ardrossan has a tri- 
weekly service; Blondheim is served on 
Saturdays ut 4.30 p.m, from Conjuring 
Creek, Glenister on Friday at 7 a.m, 
from Belvedere and iHgh Prairie semi- 
monthly from Grouard. A new money or- 
der office has been established at La- 
mont, No post offices have been closed. 

Frequency of service has been increas- 
ed at Calmar and Telfordville to semi- 
weekly at Dunlingville and St. Paul de 
Metis to semi-weekly at Botha and rail- 
way station to twelve times per week 
and at Gadsby and Halkirk to twelve 
times per week. Service at Stettler has
